5 Thedefeat given to the enemies horſeat Gainsborough, to the 
breaking of near thirty troops of the enemie; whereas 
{lain the Lieutenant Generall Charles Cavendiſh: Colonel 
Heron, the High Sheriffe of Zincolnſh. forced into Trent, 
with many other Officers and Souldiers,and there drown- 
ed, whereby Gainsborough was at that time relieved with 
ammunition, which then itexccedingly wanted; and this 
battel fought, and victory gotten, as without any conſide- 
rable loſſe to us, ſo within a mile of the Marqueſſe of

Lord Fairfax , and -under that renowned Gentleman Sir 
Thomas Fairfax, his ſonne, with which horſe he hath 
ſince performed ſuch notable good ſervice in Cheſhire, 
and other parts; which ſaid horle were almoſt ſtarved Dy 
Hz!

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the: ſtraight fiege of Hu/f, and could not in probability 
have been thence delivered but by the horſe of this Aſſo» 
ciation, which-was done by fourtcen Troops of horſe and 
three of: Dragoons belonging to this Aſſociation, there 
being nothing in affiſtance of them, bur ſix Troops be- 
longing to the Lord Willoughby, and near fourry Troops 
of the enemy under the command of Sir Fohn Hynder/on, 
who.had opportunity to have fought with oar'horſe be- 
fore we could come to joyn with Sir Thomas Fairfax his 
horſe, if he had pleaſed, but didnot take it. 


1 The taking of Zi», a ſtrong rown and of great importance, 


by raw and undifciplined new raiſed ſouldiers; which was 
a place as likely to have undone this whole Aſſociation 
as any, Which. rebelled arfuch a time as the Marqueſle of 
Newcaſile was at the ſtrobgeſt, and fo abſolute in Zin- 
colnſhire, thatif he would havecngaged his Army to have 
come to the reſcue thereof, the forces of this Aſſociation 
then raiſed, had not been confiderable to have made reſi- 
ſtance, 

The fight at Winsby, where ours being about fifty colours 
of horſe and dragoons, did encounter near ninety colours 
, of the enemie: both parties being by eſtimate between 
cight and nine thouſand horſe and dragoons; the enemic 
being in-all probability about five thouſand of that num- 
ber, where we gave him ſuch a defeat, that we took and 
killedabout 1100. of them, and took near thirty of their 
colours. | | 
The taking of. Zincel», where the force of the defendants 
were in computation many. more then of the aſſailants, 
' which the enemic ſurrendred up tons upon hard terms to 
themſelves, where we got about 3009. Arms, \theene-

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10 Thetaking of Gaincberough by ſtorm,the greateſt partof the 
foot being our men, who repulſed the enemic, got over 
their works without any loſſc, and poſſeſſed the town, 
whereby Lincolnſbire(formerly almoſt torally under the 

. _ enemics power) became whollycleared of them; 

- 11 Andlaſtly, the taking of #r{/ies houſe, which a week before 
thegwriſon of A{cbery actempred bur could not rake, af. 
ter which time and before weendeavoured ic, the enemic 
ſent in two or three loadsof ammunitionz-where were 

taken above 200. priſoners, about twelve barrels of pow. 
der and proportionable march, all their arms , and abayt 
fifty horſe, which ſervice was much co the eaſe andeom- 
fort of the poore inhabitants of thealmoſt waſted Coun- 
ty of Buckingham, which was opprefſcd by them, and by 
the countenance of which houſe great ſummes of: 
and contributions were raiſed boch for:themſelves and 
Oxford; and a regiment of foor, and rhe completing Co. 
lonel Smiths regiment of horſe was fpeedily-inrended,
